Face the needle to fight the flu

It's that time of year again — flu- 

While it's not qmte flu season, Nia¬ 
gara Region's public health depart¬ 
ment is encouraging residents to get 
ahead of the virus by getting a flu shot 
as soon as possible. 

“It takes about two weeks for the 
influenza vaccination to give you 
protection. So the earlier you get 
your vaccination, the earlier you're 
protected,” said Mustafa Tlirji, a resi¬ 
dent physician with the public health 


department 

Ihe cost of the vaccinations is cov¬ 
ered by the Ministry of Health and 
Long-term Care and is available to 
anyone from the age of six months 
and up. 

In addition to physicians, trained 
pharmacists at 2,400 pharmacies 
across the province can vaccinate 
people five years of age and older The 
region’s public health department 
will hold a number of clinics where 
no appointment is necessary. 

“The reason it's important (people 
get vaccinated) is that influenza is a 


disease that affects thousands of peo¬ 
ple in Canada everyyear; and getting 
a vaccination is one of the best things 
you can do to protect yourself, your 
children, your patents — any of your 
loved ones," Hirji said. 

Concerns about the safety of the 
vaccine or the fear it will give an indi¬ 
vidual the flu are unfounded, Hirji 
said. 

“Influenza vaccine will 100% not 
give you influenza, 1 he said. 

"It’s absolutely not possible." 

Those who make those claims, 
Hirji said, likely contracted another

virus that exhibited similar symptoms to the 
flu or “were one of the unlucky ones where it 
didn't protect them from getting influenza. 
But they still got some protection, because it 
was milder!' 

The vaccine contains no live virus, Hirji 
said, and is created from a dead virus and 
some proteins. 

Once injected, the body's immune system 
sees the proteins as foreign invaders and kills 
them. The immune system then builds up a 
memory of that foreign invader and will kill it 
should it enter the body again. 

“I kind of think of this as working out,” Hiiji 
said. “You go lift weights not because you 
need to go lift those weights, but to build up 
your muscles so when you do need the mus¬ 
cles you have them”

come along your immune system is ready to 
fight” 

Getting vaccinated is not a guarantee you 


won't get tire flu. 

“Sadly, nothing is 100% guaranteed in life 
and that includes the vaccination, but most 
people who get vaccinated will not get influ¬ 
enza," Hirji said. "Of the people who still get 
influenza, for the most part they're going to 
get a milder form of influenza, so they will be 
less ilL" 

Ontario's interim chief medical officer of 


"Influenza is a preventable acute respira¬ 
tory illness that for some Ontarians can cause 
hospitalization and even death," Dr. David 
Mowat said in a news release. “I urge all 
Ontarians to protect themselves and get the 
flu shot — particularly children and seniors, 
who are tire most vulnerable to serious com¬ 
plications.”

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The former welding inspector at John 
Deere Welland Works lost his job when 
the company closed its Dain City plant 
in 2008. 

Tetroe spent years struggling to find 
gainful employment and was eventu¬ 
ally referred by Port Cares to Ontario 
Office Works in Welland, which offers 
government-funded programming to 
help entrepreneurs on Ontario Works 
or those receiving unemployment to get 
their vision off the ground. 

In April, he started the program, which 
runs until December, and launched his 
company. 

"I'm good with computers, the techni¬ 
cal side, but I'm no good with bookkeep¬ 
ing," he says with a laugh. The program, 
he says, has provided him the business 
sense he needs to be successful moving 
forward. 

Through SWT-Industries, Tetroe 
builds, programs and sells custom 
drones in a variety of models, while 
also offering repair services and parts 
replacement. 

With the popularity of drones only 
expected to grow, Tetroe hopes to make 
his mark in the industry as it readies to 
skyrocket. 

"I wanted to get on board before a 
major company moves in and takes 
over," says the husband and father-of- 
two. "I want to be the guy that can build 
it, maintain it, fix it. We do everything 


The ready-to-fly models SWT offers 
range in size from six inches to six feet, 
the latter of which can carry about 40

The company also offers video ser¬ 
vices, including production and editing 
from Tetroe's Port Colbome workshop. 

"There are just so many uses for 
them,” the 42-year-old says of the drones, 
which have been making their mark in 
a number of industries. The aircraft, he 
says, are now being used to inspect pipe¬ 
lines in Canada's western provinces and 
have been used for emergency search 
and rescue initiatives. 

With ever-changing Canadian regula¬ 
tions regarding the new technology, 
Tetroe says he keeps a watchful eye on 
what he can and cannot use drones for. 

Safety precautions, knowledge of regu¬ 
lations and plenty of practice are key, he 
adds. Not flying the device out of sight or 
too high, and only flying over property 
where he has permission to do so top his 
checklist when taking off. 

While interest in the company has 
been growing in Niagara, Tetroe is also 
hoping to expand SWT's reach to cus¬ 
tomers across Canada and the globe. 

He plans to host local events in the 
near future to further inform the public 
about drones and their capabilities.

LAXATIVES AND CONSTIPATION 

Constipation is a symptom that occurs when waste moves too slowly through 
the body, resulting in stool that is dry and hard. This often makes it difficult and 
painful to pass. 


If you are having trouble going to the washroom, the first thing a pharmacist 
will usually recommend is increasing the amount of fibre in the diet by eating 
whole grains, fruits and vegetables. In addition, drinking at least 8 glasses of 
water will minimize constipation. 

If these suggestions do not work, there are several options available to you. 

For short-term treatment of constipation, (if you haven’t been to the washroom 
in several days), a saline laxative such as Milk of Magnesia can be tried. 
Alternatively glycerin suppositories work quite well. If symptoms still do not 
resolve you could consider an enema with the advice of your physician. 

Stimulant laxatives such as Dulcolax and Senokot can also be used to maintain 
regularity. If you are on long term narcotic therapy you may need to take these 
types of medications as long as you are taking the narcotics. 

For long-term treatment of constipation, bulk-forming agents such as 
Metamucil or Prodiem Plain can be used. These bulk-forming agents increase 
the stool weight, allowing the stool to pass through the body faster and cause 
more frequent bowel movements. These agents typically take about 12-72 hours 
to take effect and are usually safe to use for long periods of time. When taking 
bulk-forming agents, it is recommended to drink lots of fluid. 

For young children there are a few options. For immediate relief a pediatric 
glycerin suppository can be tried. For chronic long term management PEG 3350 
is often prescribed, or is available over-the-counter as LAX-A-Day. You should 
consult your family doctor however if you want to try an oral medication for a 
child suffering from chronic constipation.

pie of things,” said Rob Nicholson, 
defence minister and MP for Nia¬ 
gara Falls. 

“It allows the higher income 
spouse to transfer taxable income 
to the spouse that is presumably 
staying at home, and as well there 
are increased benefits for everyone 


who has children under the age of 
18. People with children under the 
age of six will get an increase in 
their benefit to $160 per month for 
each child. And there's something 
new, $60 per month for children 
aged six through 17." 

Nicholson said the Conservative 
government believes families are a 
priority and they are also doubling 
the child fitness tax credit, which 
goes from $500 to $1,000. 

The minister said the country’s 
finances are on track and the gov¬ 
ernment will be able to manage 
the latest tax breaks. 

“We have worked very well at 
reducing the deficit, but it is one of 
the things we did talk about at the 
last election and we are moving 
forward on it,” he added. 

Betty-Lou Souter, chief execu¬ 
tive officer for Community Care 
of St. Catharines and Thorold, 
said the tax breaks will do more to 
help those who are in the higher 
income bracket than those with 
less income. 

"It won’t help people who are 
in poverty because their income 


threshold isn't where it needs to 
be, but what they have done that 
is positive is the child tax benefit. 
Every litde bit helps and hopefully 
that will help some people,” said 
Souter. “In terms of income-split- 
ting, we have a lot of single par¬ 
ents and many people who are not 
making anywhere near the kind of 
money that it will take for it to be 
of benefit” 

The Broadbent Institute, an 
independent and non-partisan 
organization in Ottawa, says 89.9% 
of Canadian households will not 
benefit from the income-splitting 
scheme. One in five families have 
single parents and three in 10 iam- 
ilies have partners who are in the 
same tax bracket. 

"The Conservatives are trying 
to put lipstick on a pig. The great¬ 
est benefits would still go to the 


litde for low-income families most 
in need of support, many of whom 
earn too little to receive the bene¬ 
fit,” said Rick Smith, the institute’s 
executive director.
